ANNOUNCEMENT   AND  PROSPECTUS. 

Friends'  Pacific  Academy  is  located  at  Newberg,  Yamhill 
county,  Oregon,  on  the  narrow  gauge  railroad,  22  miles  from 
Portland,  and  one  mile  from  Rogers'  landing  on  the  Willamette 
river. 

,  NEWBERG 

Is  a  small  village,  of  recent  growth,  situated  in  a  beautiful 
valley  among  the  mountains  of  western  Oregon,  and  has  a 
healthful  and  agreeable  climate.  It  is  a  temperance  town  and 
has  a  moral  and  enterprising  class  of  people.  There  are  no  sa- 
loons nearer  than  eight  miles.  People  desiring  to  put  their 
children  in  school  where  the  whole  community  is  interested  in 
keeping  out  undesirable  influences  and  encouraging  education 
and  religion,  will  find  no  better  place  than  Newberg.  The 
Academy  is  the  one  object  of  interest  to  the  citizens  of  the 
town,  and  no  pains  is  spared  to  make  the  town  homelike  to 
students.

Was  opened  for  pupils  September  28,  1885.  The  past  year

I  GOVERNMENT. 

Since  immoral  and  sinful  practices  are  incompatible  with 
the  highest  mental  or  physical  development,  no  one  is  desired 
as  a  student  who  is  not  willing  to  abstain  therefrom,  and  since 
some  amusements  (while  they  are  not  considered  sinful  by  some) 
are  calculated  to  distract  the  minds  of  pupils  from  their  studies, 
ihey  also  are  strictly  excluded  from  the  pastimes  or  recreations 
of  pupils  while  attending  the  Academy.    The  attendance  of  the 
pupil  then  is  taken  as  an  assurance  of  a  ready  and  willing  co- 
j    operation  with  the  teachers  in  those  measures  thought  neces- 
|    sary  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school,  and  it  will  be  the  aim 
I    of  the  instructors  to  so  fill  the  time  with  profitable  and  interest- 
ing employment  that  there  will  be  no  room  left  for  evil. 

EXPENSES. 

Good  board  in  private  families  can  be  obtained  for  from 
$2.50  to  $3.00  per  week.  The  total  expense  to  those  boarding 
in  the  hall  for  the  school  year,  not  including  the  two  weeks  va- 
cation, and  including  tuition,  board,  fire,  lights,  etc.,  will  be 
i  $110.00.  But  pupils  will  be  expected  to  furnish  their  own  room 
except  bedstead  and  mattress,  stove,  chair  and  washstand.  Only 
ladies  will  be  lodged  at  the  boarding  hall,  though  young  men 


can  ttake  heir  meals  there.  Arrangements  Mve>8jfeo«tni &4fe  for 
lodging  elsewhere.  Rooms  can  be  rented  b|f  those/wishing  to 
board  themselves.  Where  pupils  live  near  the  Academy  this 
plan  is  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Several  cottages  will  be  in  readi- 
ness for  this  purpose,  and  the  rent  will  be  reasonable.  Especial 
pains  has  been  taken  to  provide  ample  and  comfortable  rooms 
for  this  purpose,  and  in.  this  way  the  expense  of  attending 
school  is  rendered  almost  nominal.  The  boarding  hall  will  be 
under  a  careful  and  experienced  manager. 

TUITION. 

The  tuition  will  be  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  each  for  the  spring 
and  fall  terms,  and  $8.00  for  the  winter  term  in  the  Grammar 
School  course  ;  and  $9  50  each  for  the  spring  and  fall  terms,  and 
$10.00  for  the  winter  term  in  the  Academical  course.
